ORIENTAL  LOVE  TOKEN 
A  MYTH  ? 

The  subject  is  round,  uith  a  square  cen¬ 
ter  hole,  made  of  heavy  cast  bronze,  and 
4lmm  in  diameter. 

At  first  glance  the  piece  might  pass  as 
just  another  Oriental  coin,  token,  or  am- 
let.  Upon  closer  examination  it  can  be 
described  as,  from  slightly  naughty  to 
downright  pornography,  shelving  a  couple  in 
four  positions  of  the  marriage  act, 

V.'hen  this  writer  first  came  across  the 
specimen,  he,  although  he  had  never  seen 
one,  thought  it  must  be  a  Japanese,  or 
Oriental  marriage  token.  Supposedly  these 
pieces  Vjere  given  to  a  newly  married  couple 
who  had  been  raised  in  a  society  inhere  the 
boys  and  girls  X'rere  highly  segregated  un¬ 
til  the  marriage  ceremony.  The  pieces  were 
given  as  instruction  for  consummating  the 
marriage.  From  time  to  time  a  sentence  or 
two  has  been  mentioned  a,bout  the  pieces  in 
one  or  the  other  of  the  numismatic  period¬ 
icals  , 

An  urgent  letter  vras  sent  to-  the  A,N,A. 
library  for  more  information  on  the  series. 
The  reply  informed  that  the  library  had  no 
information  on  Japanese,  or  Oriental  love 
tokens.  This  was  somewhat  surprising,  but 
the  reverse  of  the  piece  had  some  type  of 
vfriting  and  someone  should  be  able  to  read 
it. 

The  nearest  available  Oriental  was  a 
Japanese  war  bride.  V/hen  shown  the  piece, 
she  could  not  read  it,  and  had  never  heaid 
of  a  Japanese  marriage  token.  She  stated, 
however,  that  she  vias  a  Christian,  and  that 
the  practice  might  be  used  by  the  Eudhist. 
War  bri-de  //I  put  me  in  contact  with  war 
bride  #2,  who  was  a  practicing  Budhist.  War 
bride  f^2  also  could  not  translate  the  in- 
scription,  and  harl  never  heard  of  the  use 
of  such  tokens. 

The  next  stop  was  the  local  Chinese  res- 
taura.nt.  The  owner  was  fluent  in  both  Man¬ 


darin,  and  Cantonese.  He  also  could  not 
read  the  xiriting,  and  had  never  heard  of 
the  use  of  marriage  tokens. 

The  piece  was  photographed,  and  a 
photo  was  mailed  to  a  friend  in  Korea, 

Ke  X'/as  asked  to  find  out  what  he  could 
about  the  piece,  liy  correspondent  re¬ 
plied  that  a  bookstore  operator  had  told 
him  that  the  piece  was  about  3^0  years 
old,  and  xjas  called  Na  Cha  Don,  Na  Cha 
meaning  without  clothes,  and  Don  meaning 
money. 

With  this  information  the  search  was 
down  to  the  nitty-gritty.  The  A,N.A. 
library  xias  again  contacted,  and  the  in¬ 
formation  and  photo  sent.  The  reply  T/as 
**We  regret  to  Inform  you  that  we  cannot 
identify  the  piece  nor  even  verify  the 
Korean  translation  given  you.  None  of 
our  Oriental  source  books  give  any  in¬ 
formation  concerning  the  pieces." 

The  inscription  might  be  a  type  of 
gutter  slang  that  is  either  no  longer 
used,  or  that  the  people  contacted  had 
never  been  familiar  x^ith.  The  tx-;o  x;ar 
brides  had  left  Japan  xdiile  in  theiic 
teens,  and  the  Chinese  had  been  in  the 
U.S,  since  he  xjas  a  child.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  they  had  never  heard  of  a 
marriage  token  because  of  their  ages. 

There  is  a  chance  that  the  piece  ac¬ 
tually  is  a  token  of  instruction  for 
consummating  the  marriage.  There  is 
even  some  chance  that  the  piece  is  an 
ancient  Korean  coin,  or  there  is  the 
possibility  that  it  is  a  token  of  com¬ 
merce  used  in  some  Oriental  brothel. 

Is  the  nature  of  the  piece  the  reason 
it,  and  others  like  it  have  never  been 
published?  There  are  a  fex-7  American 
brothel  tokens  kno'wn.  These  are  never 
published,  and  are  very  seldom  offered 
in  exormmist  sales,  hox^ever,  a  fex;  years 
ago  an  Eastern  numismatic  company  did 
advertise  Japanese  marriage  tokens  for 
sale. 

This  writer  wonders  if  the  legend  of 
the  marriage  token  x:as  started  by  some 
Oriental  token  maker  who  sax7  an  Occiden¬ 
tal  market  for  this  type  of  numismatic 
'item,  and  started  the  story  to  improve 
sales. 

Since  the  completion  of  this  article 
several  exonumist  have  commented  on  it. 
One  xvell  known  numismatic  dealer,  and 
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Orienlval  Love  Token  -  Cont*d  from  Page  #23 
writer  i/rote  that  he  had  owned  several  of 
the  pieces,  and  had  seen  one  in  silver,’  He  • 
understood  that  the  pieces  had  ’beGii  used  as 
tokens  of  coiamcrce,  with  the  bren.so  being 
vised  by  the  peasant.-;,  while  the-  silver 
pieces  were  cireuiaL-cd  by  the  hdU'larins, 

Another  we 3.1  known  numismatic  cotunnist 
writes  that  she  understands  the  pieces  are 
nicdern  made,  and  that  she  considers  the 
items  pornographic. 

The  subject  of  the  Oriental  marriage  to¬

Thomas  Armstrong,  vras  born  in  Buffalo,  N, 
Y,,  October  13.

He  commenced  life  in  Detroit  as  an  appren¬ 
tice  to  Mr ,  Henry  Glover  who  vvas  then  tiie 
principal  merchant  tai3.or  in  the  city.  In 
1044  he  started  business  on  his  own  account, 
and  established  in  a  small  way  a  hat  and 
cap  store.  His  trade  increased  and- in  1848 
he  added  a  department  for  manufacturing  fvirej 
regalle,  banners,  and  uniforms  for  the  Ma¬ 
sons,  Odd  Fellows,  and  other  societies  and 
military  organizations.  He  continued  in 
this  line  of  business  until  I872,  closed  up 
his  bvisiness,  and  soon  after,  with  hi^3  son,. 
E.A,,  established  the  business  in  wh.ich 
they  are  now  engaged:  *’I'ianufactux'ers  of 
Banners,  Military  and  Society  Equipments", 
and  are  nov;  located  at  26I  and  263  Uoodwaird  • 
Ave.  and  114-116  Hashlngton.

James  N,  Frlsble  was  born  in  New  York 
State,  in  I828,  In  3.857  he  visited  De¬ 
troit,  and  immediately  commenced  the  dry 
goods  business,  locating  at  Noi  16?  Jef¬ 
ferson  Avenue,  one  door  from  the  corner 
of  Uoedvrard  Avenue,  His  business  in¬ 
creased  rapidly,  and  in  a  few  years  his 
establishment  included  No.  53  Uoedtrard 
Avenue,  connecting  in  the  rear  with  his 
origiiial  store  on  Jefferson  Avenue,  Fol¬ 
lowing  these  strides  of  success  came  a 
still  further  extension,  vihich  included 
the  store  No.  55  oh  the  former  thorough¬ 
fare. 

It  should  be  stated  that  at  that  date 
Detroit  heid  litt3.e  more  than  awakened 
from  vdiat  journalism  denominates  "an- 
cesbTal  letharge".  The  highways  of 
commerce  hed  just  opened  their  gateways 
of  trade,  and  the  great  City  of  the 
Straits  of  the  present  day  was  coramer- 
cial3.y  an  infant.  In  the  light  of  these 
facts,  it  is  a  difjTicult  matter  to  pro¬ 
perly  estimate  the  value  of  such  effort 
and  innovation  as  vrere  put  forth  by  Mr, 
Frisbie  during  the  farst  six  years  of 
his  bvisiness  life' in  Detro.it,  Ir,  re¬ 
modeling  and  medernizing  the  stores  oc¬ 
cupied  by  him  at  the  corner 'of  Uoalward 
and  Jefferson  Avenues,  he  introduced  the 
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Mich,  225  ad  Cont*d  from.  Page  ,''/24  . 
first  plate  glass  vrindous  in  this  city, 
v;hich  at  that  time,  reaching  from  the 
pavement  to  the  ceiling,  created  wonder 
and  admiration.  These  early  improvements 
had  a  most  salutary  influence  in  producing 
in  rapid,  anccossion  the  many  splendid  fea¬ 
tures  of  jnoclern  Detroit, 

When  the  co3_lection  of  stores  occupied 
Dy  Mr.  Frisbie  on  Jefferson  and  Woodward 
Avenues  became  too  narrovr  for  his  contin- 
ua3.1y  expanding  business,  he  removed  to 
the  extensive  Weber  block,  further  up 
Woodward  Avenue,  which  he  still  occupies. 

In  this  new  and  elegant  building  he  opened 
to  the  public  one  of  the  finest  retail  dry 
goods  houses  in  the  Northwest, 

100th  Anniversary  of  the  Arrival 
in  Detroit  of  the  First  Organized 
Imniigxatlon  from  Germant, 

Heinrich  and  Paul  Gies.  Mich.  225  AE,AF,AG 
Heinrich  Giles,  known  as  Woismlller  Con¬ 
rad’s  Heinrich,  came  from  Neustadt  to  De¬ 
troit  and  in  I830  with  his  ;7hole  family. 

Ho  had  the  first  German  hotel  in  this  city. 
One -of  his  children,  Paul,  v/as  seven 
years  old.  This  Paul  Gies  married  and  had 
a  family  of  fifteen  children.  He  and  his 
brothers,  Fred  and  John,  had  a  gravel  roof¬ 
ing  business.  Paul  Gies  was  a  prominent 
politician  and  xias  Alderm.an  of  the  7th, 

9th,  11th,  and  3^3th  imras  at  different 
times.  He  also  served  as  acting  mayor  se¬ 
veral  terms.  He  was  elected  county  trea¬ 
surer  for  txTO  terms.  He  ran  for  sheriff, 
only  to  be  defeated  by  George  Codd.  He 
also  served  state  Senator, 

Paul  Gies  was  a  member  of  Company  A, 

2?th  Regiment,  during  the  Civil  War,  and 
worked  his  ifay  to  Captain.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  G.A.R,  Three  of  his  sons 
are  living  in  Detroit;  Capt.  John  B.Gics 
of  the  D.F.D,,  now  retired;  Fred  B,  Gies, 
painter  and  decorator;  and  Anthony  Gies, 
a  mail  carrier,  x<ho  has  retired;  Albert 
J,  Gies,  of 'Los  Angeles,  and  Paul  Gies  of 
Denver;  and  two  daughters.  This  informa¬ 
tion  was  furnished  by  his  son,  Paul  Gies.

Every  collector  of  tokens  and  medals  has  undoubtedly  encountered  abbreviations 
that  puzsled  him.  In  the  first  place,  abbreviations  aix-  subject  to  change  as  the 
years  pass,  and  they  certainly  grow  in  number.  The  best  ex.ample  of  this  is  the 
large  nuinl’cr-  of  nevr  abbreviations  appearing  on  the  cm:ront  Vietnam  military  tokens. 
Secondly,  vrhile  any  serrious  dyed-'l n -the -'wood  collector  will  probably  consult  an 
unabridged  dictionary  or  one  of  the  complete  listings  of  abbreviations,  this  will 
moan  a  trip  to  the  libra.ry,  where  success  is  not  always  assured. 

It  vras  for  this  reason  that  we  tried  to  compile  a  listing  of  abbreviations  that 
occur  or  may  be  found  on  various  kinds  of  excnumic  material.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  that  one  who  needs  additional  abbreviations  found  on  military  tokens  ma-y  find 
them  in  Curto’s  Mi] itory  Tokens  of  United  States  where  Jim  thoughtfully  listed 
them  cu  pages  9'’11»  Likewise,  abbrevicitions  on  transr/ortati.on  tokens  are  ccmplete- 
ly  listed  as  far  as  knoi:n  in  Atwood  *s  Catalog  of  United  States  and  Co-nadian  Trans¬ 
portation  Tokens.  Here  they  are  found  in  the  index  of  obverse  inscriptions,  pp.§^83 
to  731.
